THE YUKON MINES. 



A Valuable Report Submitted to tlic 
Roard of Trade. 



The Yakon Eeeion and Its Posaibllitles— Pro- 
posed Boute to tke New Mines— Valuable 
Sueeestions— Table of DlBtanccs. 



Tile committee appointed by the board 
of trade at its last meeting to report on 
matters relating to the Yukon region, 
have drafted a lengthy report and table 
of distances from various points. It is 
intended to submit this to the provincial 
and Dominion parliaments, together with 
various recommendations. The commit- 
tee state that from Capt. Wm. Moore they 
have obtained much valuable information 
concerning the upper Yukon region. As 
the report contains a large amount of in- 
teresting matter, the greater portion of 
it, together with the distance table, is 
reproduced. The report states; 

"It is represented that tho Upper 
Yukon, of which river several thousand 
miles of navigable water flow through 
British territory, is rich in gold deposits, 
and that during last year some 350 minors 
were engaged in those parts, and found 
proiitabre diggings, and as high as $140 
was taken to' the hand in a single day. 
Gold bearing quartz has also been found. 
The region also abounds with fur bearing 
animals. From tho information afforded 
tho conclusion is, that a large and valu- 
able mining region exists, and which in 
the near future will attract an important 
mining population. The existing means 
of getting to that region are attended 
with groat expense .*nd absolute hardships 
and deter all but hardy adventurers and 
explorers from uttempting to reach it. It 
appears, however, from maps and notes 
which havo been laid before the committee 
that a short route has' been discovered 
which.if opened up by the construction of 
a trail, would make it possible to reach 
that region in the short time of ab(mt six 
days after leaving Victoria. 

"Tho route is described briefly as fol- 
lows;— At the head of Lynn Canal (in 
Alaskan Territory) there is a bay, named 
Skagna Bay, which is accessible to seti- 
goin;/ vessels of the largest size, and is 
perfectly protected from winds, and bo- 
aides having good anchorage, affords ex- 
coUoiit facilities for the erection of wharves. 
From that bay to navigable water on Tak- 
oun Lake or Windy Arm, wliich is part of 
the Upper Yukon river, the distance by 
land is only, it is said, about 47 miles, 17 
inilos of which aro in Alaska and the ro- 
iiiiiinder (30 milea) in British Columbia. 
Arrived at Takoun Lake or Windy Arm 
the vast Yukon river is navigable (with 
the exception of White Horse and Can- 
yon) to its mouth in Boliring's sea, for 
river steamers of large tonnage. 

Tho land route rof erred to crosses a 
range of mountaihs through a pass, the 
altitude of which ia 2,400 foet above the 
level of the sea, or 1,200 feet leas than 
that of Chilcoot Pass, which is the only 
other known practicable pass. It thus 
appears that only a distance of 47 miles 
has to be travorsod by laud to roach the 
navigable waters of the Upper Yukon 
river, and when this route has been 
opened it will be possible to reach those 
regions in about six days from Victoria; 
four days being occupied by steamer to 
Skagna Bay and two days in land travel, 
and a country of vast possibilities to tho 
minor and trader will then be within easy 
reach. 

"It is stated that tho government of tho 
United States will, at an early date, con- 
struct a trail through tho portion of the 
uto in their territory — that is, from 
Skagna Bay to the summit of White Pass 
— a distance of about 17 miles. The re- 
mainder of tho route, 30 miles, as before 
mentioiied, traverses Britisli Columbia, 
and the committee therefore recommend 
that the local government should be urged 
to consider the matter herein submitted, 
and tn adopt means for continuing the 
trail from tho point of terminuation in 
Alaska, to Takoun River or Windy Arm, 
thus securing a trail over the entire dis- 
taiice of 47 miles. Inasmuch as such a 
trail would also open a way into tho 
Northwest Territory (also a rich mining 
region) tlie local government would no 
doubt obtain tho co-operation of the Do- 
minion government in a work whioh 
would bo beneficial to both governments. 

' ' Alio th r matter also deserving coniiider- 
ation is: At present Conadian goods des- 
tined for the Upper Yukon in Britisli 
Columbia and Northwest Territory, pass 
through United States territory, and are 
in consequence subject to the duties of 
that country, the elfeot of whioh is that 
that region is entirely suppliad with goods 
from the United States, and practically 
tho country as a source of revenue, or us 



an outlet for Caiiadi in trade, is valueless 
to the Dominion. The Dominion guvorn- 
mont should therefore endeavor to ar- 
range with the governmerit'of the United 
States a scheme by which vodia purchased 
in Canada could be passed through Alas- 
kan territory, in bond, and probably the 
system which was adopted and is now in 
force in relation to the Stickeen river and 
Cnsaiar might be applied at Skagna Bay."

Excitement Alone the Water Front— Squatters 
bv the Scorea. 

. (Special to the Taconia Lodger.) 

Port A.NtiELEs, Feb. 14. — The excite 
meiit here continues unabated. There is 
more stir and puah to get property than 
over before. Tho oiitiro tract laid out by 
the goverinnent into 140x50-foot lots 
covering about a mile square, is now in 
tho hands, of private parties. The water 
front will soon consLat'^t^^ rovy of cabins 
from one end of the harbor to tho other 
Cabins of all sizes are being erected by 
the claiiiiunts as rapidly aa niiiterial can 
bo supplied. The colony lumber yard is 
continually in un exhausted condition 
from the rush that is now being made up 
on it. Until the colony tramway is in 
running order, no logs of any amount can 
bo sawed into lumber. 

No blood as yet has been shed. Several 
of the disputed lots have passed from one 
claimant's possoasion to another's by arbi 
tration, thus oponiiig a way for peace and 
good feeling again. 

Two lots back two blocks from the wa- 
ter front recently changed hands for $550. 
These same lots, or others in the same 
block, and equally as well located, were 
purchased of tho government one year 
ago for $65 eacli. Report is current that 
the colony has refused an offer of $15,000 
for its 1,000 acre timber tract, for which 
$7,000 was paid less than two months 
igo. Offers have boon made the colony 
for its hotel and wharf at the "west end," 
in amounts that would tide it . over its 
present pinched financial condition, all 
of whioh have been refused. A new wharf 
at the sawmill ia now being constructed 
\t the present rate of progress boats may 
take wood and' water from this wharf 
within thirty days, 

[The excitement is due to the extension 
of the Esquimalt and Nanaimo railway to 
connect with tho American system by 
transfer ferries. — En.]

LoNnoN, Feb, 18,— A more confident 
fooling prevails in tho Liberal and Par- 
nellite circles that this session of parliu- 
moiit will ond in a dliastor to tlie govern- 
ment. Between the local govornmcnt 
bill, the foreign policy of tho government 
and the land purchase bill,' Lord Salis- 
bury's rer/ime will undoubtedly come to 
grief. The strenuous efforts of Lord Sal- 
isbury to force his nephew (Balfour) into 
the leadetahip of, the house and the sil- 
ence of the government respecting the 
allegation that England had joined the 
Austro-German alliance, have created dis- 
sensions in the government camp. 

The refusal of. Sir ,Jas. Ferguson to 
furnish the information sought for by 
Mr. Laboucliere regarding England's 
posititm towards the Central Eu- 
ropean powers liaa caused consid- 
erable alarm throughout tho coun- 
try, lest Salisbury has already 
pledged England to support the allia«ce 
of Austria and Germany in the event of 
war with Russia. It is asserted that this 
feeling caused a number of Tories and 
Liberal-Unionista to cast their votes for 
the Gladstone candidate at the Southwark 
election yesterday. 

Lord Churchill is preparing a vigorous 
attack on the government's foreign policy, 
and next week's session Of jiarliameiit 
promises to bo more lively than the pres- 
ent Olio has been. On the whole, the 
looking and waiting game seems the best, 
and if Lord Salisbury has departed 
from the traditional English policy of 
AVOiDiNo entangling aluance.s, 
his conduct on foreign affairs will provoke 
opposition, not only from the Liberal 
party, but from many members of his 
own party. 

Tho discussions in parliament during 
the week clearly refute the assertion of 
the government that their policy in Ire- 
land has been a success. At the bottom 
of course the conteat is agrarian. It is 
land war, pure and simple. Tho tt mints' 
weapons are National League, Plan of 
Campaign, and boycotting of evicted 
farms. MEW.Balfo'ur diminished the pow- 
er of the National League? It is as pow- 
erful as ever, and tho suppressed branclios 
meet and are reported as heretofore. Has 
he frustrated the plans of campaign in a 
single instance ? Not one can bo named, 
and it ia indeed a moat aignal victory for 
the plan of campaign that was gained on 
tlie Defreynt eatate and which was won the 
other day. Has he enabled the landlords 
to let evicted farms ? It is only neces- 
sary to name Bordeyke. In short, in the 
fight between landlords and tenants, 
though Balfour has thrown all the weight 
of execution on the side of tho former, 
the tenants have so far won. Unlesa 
Balfour can raise an interdict un an evict- 
ed farm, win they must and will. The 
Iriih peasants have been

Smallpox Prevalent in Hongkong;— The Alert

was immediately placed in quarantine..

The Viceroy of tho Cheo Tong has sot 
out with nine gun-boats and four thou- 
sand troops for Hainan to avenge tho as- 
sassination of the commissioner sent by 
him to restore order in that island. 

Two fires destroyed 550 houses at Wak- 
awatsucho and Kiwlorigou, Japan, in two 
days last month.

Britisli Columbia is esaontially ft mineral 
country. This is its loading characteristic. 
Its groat iiiuuntaiii ranges have cuncealed 
within them vast stores of thu in-eoious 
metals which only need to.be discovered 
to enrich the finder. What is being done 
in our public schoola to teach the rising 
generation the science of mineralogy '! 
Nothing. In a land where this, above all, 
should be a familiar subject to our youth 
it is completely ignored for branches 
which might well be dispensed with in its 
favor. In the Eastern provinces, where 
the necessity for its culturo is not so i\p- 
parent as here, it is no unusal tiling to see 
on a Saturday a troop of achoulboya, un- 
der the guidance of a scientist, haiiuuer in 
hand, walking throiigli the country aide 
examining the rocks and learning of their 
composition. Spooiinens aro brought 
home, each one picking up such as 
comes within his reach, and in a 
short fcime a cabinet is form 
ed for the schoolroom which ii 
daily added to. These become a legacy 
for future generations. Why caiiiiot 
such a course be adopted in this province 
where in addition to the boys' contribu- 
tions, every mining camp, every miner 
would gladly send specimens. It is lui 
derstood the city board of School Trustees 
will interview the Government at an early 
day upon various matters connected with 
tlie service. They should not fail to deal 
with the matter in question. A thorough 
ly capable teacher should be secured and 
this practical branch added to the curri- 
evliim of the High School, at least. Then 
when our young men traverse the Island 
or Mainland in their holiday vacations, in 
quest of aport, or on business bent, they 
will look carefully into the mineral forniti 
tions and perhaps may be the instruments 
of much good in tho future development 
of the I'l ovince. Tliey will not hv tiaver.'^ 
ing a tena incaynifa — every rock 
and stone will be as faniiliur 
fco them as the written page. 
In time assaying could be' taught and its 
processes brought home to the mind of 
the pupil. We earnestly urge upon those 
who have a duty to perform in the matter 
to do it at once and so bestow up(jn Brit- 
ish Columbia a great ultimate good, whose 
value we cannot even now conjecture. 
Apart from the practical side of thequcs- 
tioii there is the Bentinieiital. 'Phi! 
thoughtful student will learn in his coiii- 
inunings with the wondrous world of nii- 
ture to praise oven more dovouledly that 
great Architect who has fashioned it, t<> 
see in its formation the Divine idea whicii 
gave it birth, to find

D'ARCY McGEE ON THE BfTJLK. 

Here is what the late Tlioiiiaa D'Arcy 
McOee once aaid about the Bible : There 
is, alivays as a corrective to diseased imag- 
ination, tho book of books itiolf — the 
Bible.

patriotism, can wo show it to them under 
nobler forms than tliat of tho maiden de- 
liverer who smote the tyrantin the valley, 
or in the griof of Esdras as ho ))ourod tho 
foreign king his v/ino at Susa,- or ifl the 
sadness beyond the solace of song which 
bowed down tho exiles by the waters of 
Babylon i Evety specio.s of coiiipositioii, 
and tho highest kiinl of each .speciea, is 
found in these wondrt)iis two 'reataiiiuiits, 
We find tho epic of ./oh, the idyl of Hutii, 
the elegies of Joroniiiih, tlii*ernio:is of 
tho greater and leaser prophets, the legis- 
lation of Moses, tho parables of the (Jos- 
pel, the travels of St. Paul, the first chap- 
toi-s of tho history of the church. Not 
only as the spiritual corrective of all vici- 
ous roadtug, but as tho liiaiiost of Jiistor- 
ioB the truest of philosophies, and the 
most eloquent uttenuicos of human or- 
gans, tho Biblo should bo ro«d for tlie 
young and by tlto young at all conveni- 
ent aeoaons.

FROM AULD SCOTIA. 

Utter From Kev. Mr. BomerviUe-Prosperlty 
of an Old Carlboolte-The Cr«fter 
'Scheme— Churclies and i'oU- 
ticB-CliaruUng Weatb«r. 

Bi.AOivt'RiAR'.s Pauisu, Glasoo, 
Jan. 2l8t., 1888. 

As there is not a day in which I do not 
think of your beautiful land and those 
who aro in it — and aa recently, there is 
not a v^-eek in wliicli people do not come 
from tho district and from a distance, to 
make iiiquiriea in regard to British Co- 
lumbia, 1 think 1 ought to write you a 
letter just to keep myself in touch with 
folks out there. 

1 have juat had a visit from James 
Scobie who recently finiahod'^hii ,COBti»,0^ 
for the bridges along the SadArheiito'and 
Klamath Rivera for tho California and 
Oregon RailvN-ay. His daughter has been 
a pupil of Madame Marchesi in Paris for 
two years, and he called in on his way 
over to Franco. As illustrating the ease 
with which people travel nowadays ahe 
was here while she got word that her par- 
ents had left San Francisco and at once 
resolved to go out a little bit to muot 
them — and went to Now York and came 
back with them. Scobiu haa a good report 
of the Canadian Pacific by which ho trav- 
eled. It HO happened that when he \wis 
hero 1 gave a lecture on the new railway 
and tho now lands, illustrated with views 
of the scenes and social life alung the 
route. , When I was out last year 1 photo- 
graphed some that took my fancy and got 
some from Mr. Hall at Vancouver city. 
These I had madu up into slides for the 
lantern. These delight and astonish the 
people here. Only it entails a lot of extra 
work aa after every lecture tho enquiries 
increase. In fact there are many who sup- 
pose I am an agent for the colony. Scobie 
has done weU.iin ..Oalifomia..^ .He: I\«s Just 
taken off $10,000 for his little trip. He 
will leave Paris in a week or two for the 
Pyramids, lie wants to ace these huge 
pieeea of m'i.sonry of the ancienta. Many 
will remember him as a miner in tho early 
days of Cariboo. He did well there, but 
was about broken by the Big Bond ad- 
venture. However he has more than 
made it up since and proposes by and by 
to settle down ou Ids great tract of real 
estato in California. 1 showed him a 
beautiful cathedral, and in oxplaijnng 
its history, pointed out a pillar that was 
built in 1470. Listening little to my his- 
torical details he ran forward and rubbed 
it with his hand exclaiming; "Man, what 
graund stane it has been !" 

The govemmeut^r«poso to give £130, 
OOO^inaid ofithaVemigtation of the Scot- 
tish CrofterSt to .Vancouver Island. This 
is a wiae prppoaal. There could bo noth- 
ing better'fbr. the Crofters. 1 visited the 
sfjttloment promoted by Lady Cathcart at 
Mooaomin hi Asainnboia. There is a won- 
derful difierenco between them and their 
brethren in the west Highlands. ' "Do you 
like the country '!" I said to one. "Lik 
it, why I'rn aa gootas tho Duke of Argylle 
out hore, I'm a laird niysel". Wise as tho 
proposal ia, it is likely to bo comparative- 
ly fruitless through the agitation that is 
current among them against it. They 
cling to thoir barren crofts, and regard 
the proposal with suspicion, ©ne of their 
leaders, says: "the state aided and compul- 
sory emigration of tho Crofters and Cot- 
ters to the barren and inhospitablo shores 
of Vancouver Island would not settle tho 
Crofter question," As I read this, I could 
not help saying "barren and inhospitable 
shores, I wish I were among you with 
my magic lantern '." Thoy know nothing 
about it, nor the chances they would have 
in the west. (Jur old friend, the Rev. Mr, 
McGregor formerly minister of St An- 
drew's '^ia 'settled as miniater of Appin, 
near to the island, and I have the hope 
that his influence will do some good 
among them, 1 see that another High 
lander has been called to St Andrew's— 
tho Rev. Mr. McLeod of Toronto. 1 trust 
that he will accept the position, make 
himself at home among you and be the in- 
strument of great good. I half envy him. 
It is much to have a share m the growing 
life of a colony. Prospered as I have been, 
it aecius aa if I have been half dead since 
1 left it. 

Our church in Scotland has sustained a 
great loss in the death of the Rev. Dr. 
Pliin, tho convener of the Hothe Mission. 
Ho was a strong man in evety sense. The 
son of tho minister at Wick,, he becanie 
afterward miniater at Galashiels, which 
position ho resigned twelve years ago to 
take charge of I lie Homo Mission without 
Sidary, and was much respected not only 
by the church but by the nation. 

Politically we have still elements that 
are strong, although wo trust that they 
are only as the shaking of a sea that lulls 
itself to rest. It is rumoured that Mr. 
I'arnell, who has been strangely silent for 
ioiiie time, is about to resign the leader- 
ship of the Home Rule party— dillorencea 
of a serious nature having merged be- 
tween him and Mr. Dillon and the more 
fiery spirits of the Irish party. Mr. I'ar- 
nell has always professed to conduct his 
opposition by constitutional juoana, 
wheroas the National League =li9aiilers are 
now attempting to defy the law. The tide 
is undoubtedly turning, but while there 
is a strong and steady support of tho 
government, the feeling in thoir favor ia 
not nearly so enthusiastic as it is in the 
colonies, 

The weather hero is worthy of notice. 
Frost and snow seem to have forsaken us. 
The other day I journeyed from Kingarth 
to Uotheaay in the island of Bute. All 
itlong the seven aiilea the whin was in 
bloaaom. It haa been ecjual to a Vancou- 
ver winter. The whole year has been 
good. The aggregate rainfall has been 
only 30 inches in the west, and about half 
that in the east of Scotland. The mean 
temperature for the year 4(iL'. In May, 
.Juno, .Inly and August tho weather was 
doiightfiil. On twenty of these days the 
tem|ieraturo exceeded 79 degrees. In 
Juno it reached 82 a little too hot for 
our liking anil now in .January it ia quite 
like spring. Thomas So.mervili.k.

AN AMERICAN TRAVELER'S IMPRES- 
SIONS OF RUSSIA. 



The OatCK Wide to Those Who Enter, 
hut Marrow to Thc»e Who Seek to Oo 
Out— Scene* at the Cnatom Bonse. 
Swamis of Offlolal*. 

When, n few weeks ago In New York, I 
deterniined to visit Knssia, mid called 
upon some acquaiiiliiuccs for information 
on the subject I was to investiKale, I wns 
told thai my trip would certainly be one 
of great pleasure and supremo delight; 
that the stories conconilng the despotism 
In Russia wore false; that I ueed have no 
fear of dungeon horrors and Siberia, and 
that I should proceed with the same de- 
liberation and uiilnterrnptlon I would 
traverse any other portion of the con- 
tinent. At London my En'glisli friends 
looked agliast, and declared tha£ I took 
my life in my hands when I entered 
Russia, and remonstrated against it. 
The English know more of the country, 
the customs and the alleged laws, I Ihiil, 
than the Americans; but lielng more I'.v- 
citable ami pi('juilii;e<I, Uiey are less likely 
to do justice to the .s.ibject. The Kngli^ii 
have said and done .so much against 
Russia that, as a Kem"'iil >'1i1p> they do 
not receive the few civilities iuhI piivi- 
leges gniuted Htraiigors. 

I thought it (juite e.KaclinL; to Imvo my 
passport vised by t)ie liiissjjin minister at 
'iViishington, iir llu^ cuii^iil ill. tlie point 
where I enleieil tlic icpuritry, Im'Tui-i! 1 
could see Hussinii mvI. v.iien u passport, 
lilain anil aiiiiple, is ri^iiilri'd in no otlier 
cimntry a man visits in all Knrope; but 
wliLMi 1 lourned tluit even the natives of 
Russia must talce oiU a [lassport every 
yeiu- and have it regularly vised liy tlie 
local (illicer betore lliey are exempt froni 
coiileiiipl (if I 111' I'lnjieror, 1 CDiu-lndeii (bat 
strangers were (piite as well laMired as 
the czar's own sul',i'." ls. 'I'he olijecl in 
reciitiring natives lo liave passports is rev- 
enue, while aliens ate put lo this li'iiiilile 
and e.\j)ense I'or he purpose of inducing 
tlieui toslayiait of lir.-sia. .Ml liussiaiis 
must be naturalized il' they remain in Ibu 
country, and their pass])orls. wliicli cost 
them ten rcjubles a year (abont ^4. nth, is 
evidence ol' their naturalization. 

At the frontier tlie .--tianLjer eiicnnn! or.s 
little in the forms li iliricni Iimih othir 
countries. 'I'he modes of inspecting l.au- 
gage anil willistiuidiiig personiil scrutiny 
do not rrtry greatly fruiu the usual. Hut 
as everything in Hussia is ilislinctly Hus- 
sia:i, and therefore exceedingly .siraime. 
llie nH)sl experienced traveler is possessed 
of il .sense of concern, if not feiu'. 'i'he 
through trnin.s from Vienna, lierlin iuid 
other popular points of deiiarture for Uus- 
sla liiud one on the frontier at night. 'I'lie 
place is small, and tlie station swarms 
with Hussian odicers, hi;r, burly fellows, 
with swarthy, miiiitelligciit faces covered 
with lomr. Ilouing beanls, iuid all dressed 
in the mo.-t elabnriite uniforms. There is 
a clauking of sv. orils, a rullle of spur.s, a 
din of voices and a rnshing hither and 
thither tliat is appalling. Timid women 
traveling aloue have been overcome with 
fear or lost their hearts in tins hustle. 

The gendarme in chfirge is the first 
ofiBcer wIjo aiipruaches t lie incomer. This 
is the highest ranking military oflicial, 
and he tJikes up the passports. He ia ar- 
rayed like a Napoleon — a broad topped cap 
of red, white ond black; dark-.grSon frock 
coat, trimmed with white and decked 
with brass epaulets weighing pound.s; a 
luigo belt and a sword, which is hung to 
strike the groniul at every step and rattle 
like musketry; pantaloons with a deep 
white stripe and tucked in knee toji boots; 
spurs of enormous proportions, and a re- 
volver of sndlcieiit size to giui tiir biilTido. 
The passiioi-ls luiil gcinianne illsappear in 
the direction of the oHicc of ;lie Kussiiui 
consul, where the ilocnineats lu-e ex- 
amined. 

On the lieel.s of this ili])loinMtic ollicer 
come the customs liu-keys. who, without 
ceremony or invitation, jiick up the 
fyichels, bags and bundles, exclaim in 
Uussiau, "Custom house!" and jint out. 
'I'he traveler follows. He tlnils his trunks 
already on the coimters inside the station, 
and if tln/y iire inil< ■ckecl fheyiu-eopen 
nial the contents are lieiiu: ('.nnipcd on the 
door. The tiTfcii- to the i;u-sian goverii- 
incul is pritUeil miitler. I aci v news[iaper, 
circular or liooU fonml is taken out and 
sent to the tri'i^i'ai-iMc aiul the cnnsul. If 
anything aPiait I'rri' gciviTi;nii-nt, free 
schools, or lit her free inst it nt inn-, criticism 
of Kussia or ];\'r I'oriii'.r L'm enuiiei'.t is 
found it is ret/iinei!: and slu.iild it appciir 
among the po : iliili; ics tli:il tlie lieiuvr 
hiis uny design npoii liie iJnssiiin way of 
doing things lie or she is detained lor e.x- 
anu'iiiition. It does not appciir in history 
or tnidition that persons "detained" have 
ever proven their missions clear. They 
simply Inive 1-een heard of no more. 

Trnins eiTiering or eiiierging from Rus- 
sia do not pretend lo rcsj iici, tlicir time 
caid. for tiie ic: :"<mi !:: t tliey are often 
detained on the frontier. Two hours are 
always taken, Iiowever, being the time re- 
quired for examining baggage and pass- 
porip, long or short. On tliis ocoaslon the 
triiin was light and the Imggagj was soon 
inspected But tlio' passengers >vere not 
pornsittcd to resume their place in the 
train. As soon as' they esciijied the cu.s- 
tomii ofllcers they were led into the luljoiu- 
Ing rostauranl., men, women and children, 
■where were all clns.se.'j of people in every 
condition. .Ml outer doors wcra locked", 
and were ^.Tinrded by officers. Timid, 
dcV. .-.lo women hovered in the corners 
and \ :i for the end of (he two hours, 
whil.- l;;:if iiito.\icati'(l Ilitssians crowileil 
ulnar.. : booking ntisty ciiciirs or drinking 
sti:'.i u .1 at the tiililes. In ail liiu 

iiiiill il lu!,' if (Irei'ks, .'Slavs, Per.^iiUis, 
Swede;., Un-: '.".ns. (leiiii.-iiis, nut an l)ng- 
lisii voU'C v. ii:- i.i aid: iuid seldom did one 
s;'"a i;::;!i v. ho cduUI inler]irct even a simi.

They 
entered the ciii riiiges luid hiuided out the 
passengers. Kach piLSsport l>oro a simple 
and sliort signature — that of tlio consul 
or governor — and the seal of tlie olllcer. 
'1' wo or three passengers did not receive 
their passports because I ho dociunents 
were not vised and they were obliged to 
renmin and exjiliiin. As the train roiled 
on irom the frontier I oward Warsaw and 
K-t. Pftov.sliuvg llie iM'overh, "The gules of 
Rii.' sia lire v,'lde lo those who enter, but 
ntirrinv t,-) thofO who go out," lingered 
in my mind.— St. Petersburg Cor, N«w 
York Sun.

.liter long expii<nn'. more dead tiniii 
alive. Wliilo in llic South, at .Sii\iiil- 
nali, lie, with soveriil other Northern- 
ers working iit or near tlio cit}', was 
drafted to light llie Indians, but they 
had heard stories of hard usage, and 
r.itluer thiiii waste tlieir time iind liviw 
lo light a foe that was no particuhir 
foe of theirs they deserted. This Mr.

'I'lie old man is slightly losing \u- 
iiiiiid, but otherwise his sen.ses are ;ip- 
p.irentlj- unimpaired. His sight, liear- 
iug, souse of smell, and totich seem to 
be as good as those of half Ihe men of 
-i\ty to seventy yciirs of age whom 
one might select at random, liis 
-ireiigth is failing, and he can not e.\- 
eri himself much in walking aliout thp 
h Ilia' without frequently slopping In 
!•! Ill' says tllilt he has used tobaecn 
lit ills life, botli for smoking and chew- 
ing and, while he does not seo that il 
las done him any harm, neither does 
le -ee tllilt it has been of any help to 
lim beyond the great comfort It has 
leeii lo him and its iissistiinoe in ])iis-- 
ng awa}' many dull lioui's. He hiis 
isoil very little liquor in nil his life, 
■\eepl for medicine, and then rarely 
mil sjiaringly, as ho ha.s had very lillle 
sickness. Ho attributes his great .igi' 
.IS l;iii.iely owing to his coming of ;i 
long-lived race. His fatlier, .Joseph 
Hiitliaway, lived to the age of ninety- 
two years, and his sister, who died lasl 
M'iif iiged ninety-five yoiir.s, wiis for 
(■\i'rid yeiu's tlie oldest resident of lia' 
iowii wiiere she lived. Addetl to I he 
iiiiliiral hardihood of his race he iit- 
1 ribiiles his age to his simple mode .i( 
living in tiio country. He was engiiged 
in out-of-door labor as a carpenter iiiid 
fanner the larger portion of iiis yciir.--. 
iiitliniigh he learned the cabinet-miik- 
i t's trade and worked at it for a iiiii.i 
lier of years. This kind of liibo!', 
ihleil lo temperate habits, iind liilNin'j 
'■iioil care of himself in a general way, 
he thinks lias led to his living to his 
i ipeolil age. — Boston Olobe.

t>1ion i>lstliiKii1slii'(l l.crliiri'i's Spoke 
Tliolr rii'i-i's liir II :Mc)ileiali- Smn. 
In the ciirly days of the platform the 
most (list iii.'jiiished lecturers' seldom re- 
ccivcHl inort- tliiiii $.10 a lecture, exclusive 
of oxiM'iises, and they iisuidly visited largo 
town.s within a given lerritory. They 
traveled wilh comfort: (nit up tit good 
inns, when they did not accept pi ivnte 
hospitality, iiinl were genermi ily treated 
in every respei'l. Hut. as tinu' went on. 
and the business increa.sed. their lield e:;;- 
paiiilcii, iiiiil gi-eat fatigue and harilship 
liicl to be incurred. Prices were much 
higher; hut they^iwere hardly in jjropor- 
tion to the augumented labor and trials. 
Lecturers were expected to journey far 
beyond, the Mississippi into wild regions, 
where iiecommodidions of every sort 
were of the seiiutiesi and poore.s"t. As 
tliey liiiil to niiike close conneclioiis, and 
as the most jiclive seiison w;is in winter, 
ciirly rising and dressing in cold rooms, 
wiiiiiiig lit couifortle.ss riiilway stations, 
and siiiying at miserable taverns, coni- 
I'ineil witli uninterrupted hiu'dAvgirk, irre- 
:;ul;ir moals imd soveris nervous strain, 
vvas siiuli a draft on strengtlt and iiealth 
tllilt lew constitutions could endure it, 
M.my lecturers were obliged to relini|nish 
llieir calling; iiltogellior, more to coniine 
their I'ligiigeineiils to ii liniited iirca, while 
not il I'l'w well' so linikiai dii\\'ntliiU tliey 
iiexer recovered. 'I'liose win laid been 
long in tlie liel.l .say thai there is no toil 
,'ipiid to it, that it is the most arduous 
wiiy of earning money- wil^i which they 
have any acquaintance. 

Dr. Holmes, still s[)oiiliini'ous and bril- 
lialil in his T'.Hli year, was ii I'iivorite Ilhv 
lurer before the Wiir, but found the strain 
and ilfiiin on his nervous system al- 
logetlier loii great for his ' liealt liful 
lliougli delicati! organizalion. He knew 
llial if he did not gi\e up leclnriiig it 
•.\ ould give him up; conseipieiilly, for a 
i|Uiu ler of a century he lias refiiseil to be 
igain beguiled into the field by the most 
lliiUering olfei-s. He owes his longevity 
lo hi ; cxt lenii" care of himself in every 
wiiy. lie eii.jiiys life so keenly that lie is 
luiwilling lo Mirreinler any particle of it 
which h" cm reliiili by the e.xerciso of 
■onsiii; ! \igihiiice. 

Dr. .1. (i. Holliinil liad a superb consti- 
nlifiii and exce]itioiiiil healtli, which 
laded suddenly, and during his last years 
he Hullered uiucli. He ajways ascribed 
his break dowii to tlie exhaustive toll of 
irincrant lecluiing. 

DiiNioil Tiiyliir. who had a fine phy- 
sique. •,o^].l•nt Ills early force by a long 
period of lecturing thilt ho passed away 
in conipiiriitive youth, wheii his pros- 
(leeis were brightest and his reputation 
WHS steadily rising. , 

John B. Qough, though he lived to a 
i-;ood age, would doubtless have lived 
inuoh longer had he retired from the los- 
iniiii He liad liad repeated warnings, 
hut lie did not heed them.

All the clauses were passed, all voting 
aye with the exception of Couns. Wilson 
and Kelly, who opposed each as it was 
lirought up. Clause 1. was awienJed by 
changing it to read "the Ist of January," 
iiistoad of 1st of February, 1889. 

The committee rose, and reported the 
contract complete as amended. 

Conn. Styles then repeated his former 
motion which was carried. 

His Worship read from the act and 
ruled that the mayor is not tiie sole 
custodian of the seal, and that tho council 
can order the seal to be attached to any 
legal document. 

Coun. Styles called his worship's atten- 
tion te the fact that the former mayor 
ruled directly opposite. 

Hia Worship said he was not respon- 
sible for the ruling of a previous mayor,

CARIBOO'S QUARTZ WEALTH. 

How Shall It.' bu Developed— An Interesllni; 
' ' ' Letter. 

To THE EiiiTou. : — That there is a vast 
amount of wealth hidden in the (juart/. 
ledges of Old Cariboo no praclical miner, 
whose opinion is worth a moment's con- 
sideration, doubts. How best to develop 
that wealth is the problem that li;is long 
(jccupicd the thoughts of our worthy, 
patient and [iloilding \iiiiiiL'crs. .Mluvial 
diggings can fre(|uently be opened and 
Wonted with almost no capital. The 
ininer iieeds only his spade, pick and gold 
pan and bhe requisite energy .uid muscle, 
and if "luck" favors him he may dig out 
and W!\sli U]i a haiidsoiiio fortuno in a few 
moiitlis. Not so in quart/ mining. The 
gravel miner has had the advantage of the 
work done during uninimbercd geological 
epochs by the disintogratiiig actiini of ice, 
water and possibly volcanic tires. The 
rook miner has to begin wliere ihesu 
agencies have ceased to act — he iinist 
8upi)ly by skill and art tho work done by 
these resistless powers of nature — he 
must blast and crush, he must roast and 
(mlveri/.u, and by tho most delicate iiianip- 
nlatiim he must catch the pruciuus metal 
as it is loosened froiiutlie bonds in which 
jiriineval lires and frests had incarcerated 
il. This requires the use of costly ma- 
chinery and unstinted capital —the latter 
a commodity very scarce no\r among the 
few still remaining of the hardy heroes 
who, in tho golden days of the sixties, 
added some lifty millions to the - positive 
wealth of the world. 

How is the needed caiiital to be se- 
cured / We have had two (iiiartx booms 
within a period of ton years, and bf)th 
have left the district "JSatter" than it ,vas 
before. During the first there was too 
much "wildcat" speculation, and the end 
that came was the natural result "f the 
inllatioii. The second bocmi —though it 
hardly deserves that appellation— gave us 
hopes (if more substantial and more lai-t- 
ing benefits; but it, too, alas '. is dving 
from an overdose of "expert." Fcu'eign 
capital is a chary maid and cannot be 
wooed by tho aid of exports alone. Neith- 
er apparently will the most rkidly honest 
assays sullico to bring it in. Wo are still 
tuo far from our base of supplies. Freight 
is still too high, notwitlistaiuling tlie con- 
stniclion of the U. P. R. That great 
work has not as yet all'orded Cariboo any 
very appi'cciable benetits. We still need 
—am! !' i )ini.-<t liace — a railway into the 
heart of the niining distriobj and the coiii- 
pany or the government that will give us 
that 1)0011 will do m(u-e for the .lolid pros- 
perity of the province than half a dozen 
dry docks or Island railways, good as they 
inujuestionably are. Tin; (Janlidn rmlii-inj 
uiiijUt now to be iindei anmtnirtioii; iuu\ it 
probably would have been had our repre- 
sentatives been wise at the proper tinrc. 
There should be no more dallying with a 
subject of such supreme iinporbnice. 
Mining can no more tlourish now-a-days 
without theaidof railway facilities than .-an 
the farmer kv the manufacturer. Let then 
our legislaturo apply itself with earnest- 
ness and unanimity to the task of sujiply- 
ing us with these facilities, and success 
will assuredly crown its efforts. A pro- 
vince with such splendid, limitless natural 
resources iiniM prosjier; but supincness lU' 
divisions now may postjioiio that pros- 
lierity for a generation. (»ive us them — 
and give us speedily tho Cariboo railway. 

Aupthor scheme that has much (much ? 
1 should say everything) to commend it, 
is now being agitated. Petitions are in 
course of signature, and are meeting with 
an all but unanimous support, asking tho 
government to establish a custom stamp 
mill, smelter and chlorinating w(U'ks in 
tho district. A certain sum of money was 
appropriated last session for the encour- 
agement of quartz milling. All of this, 
1 behove, has not been claimed. No bet- 
ter disposition could be made of what re- 
mains, or of oven a larger sum, than in 
compliance with tho prayer of the peti- 
tion. There is very littlo doubt that such 
a mill and plant run, as it is iiroposed, in 
connection with th« assay oliice of the 
district, would yield a fair interest at 
least on the capital invested; for it would 
enable every man who could use a drill to 
take out his few tons or his many tons of 
rock and have its full percent- 
age of gold or of silver extracted 
by the most thorough and ap- 
proved methods. With such a mill in 
full blast there would be no need to ccnx 
outside capiU'il to come in and multiply 
itself. Capitid would accumulate here in 
the hands of those who best de- 
serve to own and would best know 
how to use it. 

It is admitted by those best acquainted 
with our history that to Old Cariboo the 
provinci,' owes its tirst start in life, so to 
speak; and any measure that will bring to 
the district renewed jirospeiity must inevi- 
tably give renewed life to the province. 
Self-interest then, to say nothing of grati- 
tude, should induce the province to cor- 
dially support any wise measuresdesigncd 
to reinvigorate our one industry (mining) 
and establish it on a sulid and permanent 
basis. And confesseilly tin.- I wo lueasnrus 
I have mentioned are admirably calculated 
to do this, 

It may be asked: Is there any proof, 
apart from mere assays, that the quart/, 
ledges of Cariboo contain gold in payintr 
quantities ? As an answer to this ((ues- 
tion allow me to give the results of various 
milling tests made by Mr. .1. I!. Nnsoii at 
his stamp mill, Ricliiield. 1 have ol)laincd 
the tigures from Mr. Naaoii himself, who, 
by the way, makes no pretensions to be- 
ing an "expert" in such imvlters, but, as 
every one horo knows, is » shrewd, 
ingenious and experienced praclical 
minor. It is to bo noted that in all of tho 
following tests the gold obtaiiw;d was only 
such as could be saved by the free milling 
process, and that a large amount was un- 
doubtedly lost with lliu sulidiurets. This 
loss in the case of a test made for the 
Island Mountain company, in San Fran- 
cisco, proved to be as nigh as 803 per ton.

In the first 
pliice men have boon here since 1883 and 
ihi'ie bus nut been a solitary claim 
sold or in fact any work done on 
any of (hem with the exception of Hog 
Ranch, .Johimoii, McMurdo and Wells' 
claim. Still tho "kickers" want roads 
and bridges built all over the district. 
Lxst summer a fine wagon road was built 
ai; far as McKay's. Let me say that it 
w ill be throwing away numey to build it 
to (iolden. It will not bo used. The 
sleaniboats place freight down at the 
Columbia lakes for a cent ,a pound; then 
w hy should any one beso foolish as to come 
d'lwii with a wagon when goods can bo 
e aried up so cheap. Besides every nisn 
in the country, with few exceptions, has 
g.il a good freight hoat to haul hia stuff 
lip. This winter the government 
luilt a sleigh road to the lakes. 
Ir. was reported that it cost 
eleven hundred dollars. Mr. W. Botts 
hauled two loads to the mounted police at 
Kootenay, ten moujited police went to 
Kootenay and two sleighs came from the 
.SpiUamachoen. To-day there is no sleigh 
road becausu of a cliinook. The dudes 
from (iolden bad a vury nice time sleigh- 
ing as long as it lasted. 

As far as Mr. Vowell is coiieeriiod he is 
just the man for this country. There are 
a lob of so-called miners here from the 
east who cannot tell u piece of gold-bear- 
ing (juartx from a railroad frog, who think 
tliey know how to run this country better 
than men who have spent the best part of 
their llv is here. Tliesu Jim Crow ac 
counts about Judge Vowell and his ad- 
ministration of justice are . all bosh 
There are one or two croakers in this 
country who think it smart to write to 
tho papers and get oti' funny gags about 
the river trail and bridge, although a 
good bridge is needed at (iolden which 
is going to he built this spring.
